A petition by properiy owners on North Street asking for relief from ex-
cess water draining onto their property from Woodrow Avenue and a nevw addition
east of Woodrow Avenue was receivede The Director of Public Works reported
that 1f easements could be obtained from property owners on north side of the
street, the situation could be remedied; and the matter was referred to him for
further attention,

Je Me Frazier appeared before the Council on behalf of the Independen$
Retall Grocers Association's petition for the sale of recombined milk in the
City. It was the sense of the Council that a public hearing on the matter be
celled for Friday, November 15, at 7:30 P. M,

The base bid for paving was for 6% stabilized base with a 3 course penetration
asphalt paving. Alternate "A" was for a U3VW hot mix asphaltic concrete bmse
and 2% hot mix asphslt pavement., Alternate "B was for monolithic concrete
pavement, on which no bids were received,

1% 1s recommended thatl the contract for paving be awarded to Collins Construct-
ion Company on the base bid for $207,823,38 and if it is agreesble with the
contractor to include a clause providing that we may use Alternate "A" con-
struction on certain jobs where we feel it would be sdventageous. If we camnot
reach such an agreement with the contractor, I recommend that the contract be
done on the basis of base bid stabilized base.
